PREFATORY NOTE TO THE GREEK TESTAMENT CONCORDANCE. 


THE ANALYTICAL CONCORDANCE was issued some 
time ago as the first of a series of Critical Works, on which 
the Author has been enga ed for a period of years. It 
announced as in an advanced state—(1) A ConcorDaNcE 
To THE GREEK New TesTaMENT, (2) TO THE HEBREW OLD 
TESTAMENT, AND (3) TO THE GREEK SEPTUAGINT ; all of them 
to be uniform in size of page with the Analytical Concord- 
ance itself. 

“CONCORDANCE is the name assigned to a book 
which gives the words contained in the Scriptures in 
alphabetical order, with a reference to the place where each 
may be found. ‘This is the essential idea, Other informa- 
tion may be presented, such as a separate order of proper 
names, the meanings which important words are found to 
bear, the etymological signification of appellatives, &c. 
There are two great distinctive principles on which concord- 
ances may be constructed—either to present every word 
found in the Bible, or only the leading and most impertant 
words. The adoption of the first necessarily swells a book 
to inconvenient dimensions, and renders its use in the 
ordinary purposes of study somewhat inconvenient. But 
great judgment is requisite in compiling a concordance on 
the other principle, lest words of less importance should be 
preferred to those of greater ; and as importance is altogether 


- a relative matter, the selection made by the author may omit 


words which some, if not many, readers would desiderate. 
The Germans also make a distinction between concordances 
of things and concordances of words ; the first comprising in 
detailed and alphabetical form the subject-matter of the 
sacred volume; the second corresponding with the ordinary 
English notion of a concordance. 

“Writings of this kind imply that the sacred Scriptures 
are regarded with reverence, held to be authoritative in 
religion, and made the subject of appeal alike in learning, 
teaching, and disputation. It is to the wide-spread convic- 
tion of the plenary and verbal inspiration of the Bible that 
the world is indebted for the care, diligence, learning, and 
self-denial which have been employed in constructing and 
perfecting the concordance. 

“The utility of concordances, in the way of exegesis, is 


based on the position that the several parts of divine 


revelation are consistent with each other, and form harmoni- 


ous elements in one grand system of spiritual truth, so that 


by comparing together parallel passages, what is clear may 
be exemplified and confirmed, and what is dark may be 
expounded. Books of this sort, too, are of service to the 
Christian teacher, as affording facilities by means of those 
fragmentary recollections of words and things which the 
mere hearing of the Scriptures read leaves in the mind, for 
readily discovering the particular book and verse where any 
desired passage is to be found; and also as enabling him, 
with comparatively little trouble, to take a survey of what 
the Bible contains in regard to any particular subject which 


he may have to handle.” 


The number of Concordances to the GREEK NEW 
is~ considerable; among them may be 


Stephen (1594), Erasmus Schmidius (1638), Andrew 


Symson (1658), Peter Mintert (1728), John Williams 
(1767), and C. H. Bruder (1842). The last mentioned is 
by far the best, from its great fulness, accuracy, and beauty 
of typography. Yet its size (878 pages quarto) is against it, 
and the reader has to turn over many columns and pages to 
find out the occurrences of any particular form of a word in 
which he is interested. Thus twenty-nine columns must be 
examined before he can discover whether Aéye (Acts xxii. 
27) or Aeyouévov (Mt. xxvi. 3) occur elsewhere. It was this 
delay in finding second occurrences that suggested the plan 
of a “condensation,” by which the reference to any given 
word could be found at once, by arranging it according to its 
varied terminations, whether it were a verb, noun, or 
particle. On further examination it was found that one of 
the Concordances above noted (namely Symson’s) was 
arranged on this plan, but the number of typographical 
errata in his work rendered it useless until collated with the 
edition of Bruder, and the Greek Testament itself, which 
has been done with no little labour. 

As the New Testament words and idioms, moreover, are 
based upon those of the SEPTUAGINT VERSION, it is of 
great importance to know the ORIGINAL HEBREW 
words that they represent in that Version, and the omission 
of this feature is a serious defect in Bruder. He only gives 
the Hebrew of the Old Testament proper names, and of the 
few Hebrew words adopted into the text. 

This deficiency has been supplied by consulting 
TROMMIUS’ “Concordance to the Septuagint” (1718), 
the fragments of Aquila, Symmachus, and Theodotion, also 
Mintert’s and Schleusner’s Lexicons to the Old Testament, 
which latter is unfortunately crowded with innumerable 
errors in the Hebrew letters and vowel points. By this 
means the irregularity and inconsistency of the Septuagint 
Version are seen to be as great, if not greater, than the 
“ ANALYTICAL CONCORDANCE” has shown the 
English Version to be; thirty Greek vocables being 
occasionally used to represent one Hebrew word, while 
as many Hebrew words are rendered by one and the same 
Greek one. 

The Greek words are numbered as in the “GREEK 
LEXICON” originally issued asa “REVERSED INDEX 
TO THE ANALYTICAL CONCORDANCE,” giving a 
complete list of all the varied renderings of the common 
English Version of the New Testament, with the number 
of their occurrences. It is only necessary perhaps to add 
that this Greek Concordance is adapted to the commonly 
Received Text, yet when the MSS. supply a new Greek word, 
it also is inserted in its proper alphabetical order. The refer- 
ences to such particles as 82, xai, &c., are omitted as practi- 
cally useless. 

The “DICTIONARY AND CONCORDANCE of New 
Testament Words and Synonyms,” bound up with this New 
Greek Concordance, is substantially a ‘‘ condensation” of the 
ANALYTICAL CONCORDANCE, so far as the New 
Testament is concerned, and the Concordance to the Changes 
of the “REVISED ” Version will, it is hoped, together unite 
in forming a help to the study of the New Testament, not 
found elsewhere.

PREFATORY NOTE TO THE NEW “HEBREW 
CONCORDANCE.” 


After the Concordances of Nathan, Calasius, Bustorf, 
Tuylor, and Fuerst, comes the “ Englishman’s Hebrew and 
Chaldee Concordance,” then the “ Hebraist’s Vade Mecum,” 
also a “Hebrew Concordance,” revised and corrected by 
B. Davidson, all works of real value. But still there 
appeared to the present writer to be room for one of a 
somewhat different character from any of the preceding, one 
which would (1) not only distinguish the various conjuga- 
tions, moods, and tenses, with their separate occurrences, but 
which would also enable the student at a glance (2) to 
distinguish the various shades of meaning attached to them 
in the Common English Version; (3) to have the pronuncia- 
tion of every Hebrew word in Roman letters, which though 
not required by the professional student will be found 
serviceable by that large body of clergymen and others who 
have almost forgotten the Hebrew alphabet, as well as by 
private students who may wish to search the Scriptures for 
themselves ; and (4) to have a complete list of all the Greek 
words found in the Septuagint as renderings of each Hebrew 
vocable, thus affording the student an opportunity of seeing 
how the Hebrew language and Scriptures were understood 
by the Hellenistic Jews before the time of Christ, and how 
the Christian Church of the first centuries received and 
expounded it. Furrst exhibits them only in a limited 
degree, while the others almost ignore them. 

The “REVERSED INDEXES for the ANALYTICAL 
CONCORDANCE,” which contain every Hebrew and 
Greek word in the Old and New Testaments, with all their 
varied English Renderings, may be bound up with this New 
Hebrew Concordance, as also the “ HzeBRew Parapiems.” 


PREFATORY NOTE TO THE “CONCORDANOE 
TO THE SEPTUAGINT.” 


THE FIRST attempt made to translate the Hebrew 
Scriptures into any language was about 280 B.o., when the 
Five Books of Moses were rendered into the GREEK 
language. The Jews in Alexandria, finding their acquaint- 
ance with the Hebrew language gradually becoming less, 
resolved to have a translation of their sacred code of laws, 
and by employing several hands the whole of the Old 
Testament was completed about 150 3.c. The work being 
concurred in, if not approved of, generally by the Sanhedrim 
of seventy elders at Jerusalem, it received the name of the 
LXX. or the “SEPTUAGINT” Version. From this arose 
a tradition that the translation itself was the work of 
seventy-two men (six out of each of the twelve tribes), while 
the circumstance of Ptolemy Philadelphus (a zealous and 
liberal collector of literature for the Alexandrian library) 
then reigning over Egypt, gave rise to the accounts of 
Aristeas, and of Josephus, that it was done at his desire and 
expense, 


AND SEPTUAGINT CONCORDANCES. 


Considering the extreme antiquity of this Version, 
commenced about a century after the death of Malachi, and 
its existence prior to the rise of the various Jewish and 
Christian sects, who differed much from each other, yet 
agreed in regarding it as almost, if not altozether, inspired, 
it cannot but continue to be an object of interest to all who 
remember that the whole faith of Christendom up to the 
Reformation as to the meaning of the Old Testament was 
substantially based upon the Septuagint. Even up to the 
present day it is the Bible sanctioned by the Greek Church. 
All the ancient Versions, moreover, the Samaritan, Chaldee, 
Syriac, Latin, Coptic, Ethiopic, &c., were either translated 
from it or revised by it. King James’ English Version is 
more indebted to it than to any other, or than to all others 
put together. 

The circumstance also that the Septuagint Version was 
the one SYSTEMATICALLY QUOTED BY THE SAVIOUR AND THE 
APOSTLES cannot but invest it with peculiar interest. Even 
when it differs from the Hebrew Text, the writers of the 
New Testament quote it copiously, and the study and the 
elucidation of these differences are among the most interest- 
ing topics of inquiry at the present day. 

Only two Concordances to the Septuagint Version have as 
yet been published, the first by KIRCHER (1607), and the 
second by TROMMIUS (1718). These works are drawn 
up on quite different plans. Kircher first arranges the 
Hebrew words of the Old Testament in their alphabetical 
order, and then gives the Greek rendering under them; a 
plan followed in the “ Englishman’s Hebrew Concordance.” 
The objection to it is, that the reader cannot find any given 
passage in the Septuagint unless he first knows the Hebrew 
word of which it is a translation, Trommius, on the 
contrary, first arranges the Greek words in alphabetical order, 
and then classifies the occurrence of each under its respective 
Hebrew original (a plan followed in the ANALYTICAL 
CONCORDANCE), so that the reader is able at once to 
test the accuracy of the rendering as a translation of the 
Original. 

This latter plan is followed also in the present work, but 
with considerable enlargements and improvements. (1) 
Renderings of Aquila, Symmachus, and Theodotion, which 
by Trommius were cast into an appendix, are now incor- 
porated, while (2) words found in the New Testament (but 
not in the Septuagint) are added, so that the reader may be 
said to have a BIBLICAL HELLENISTIC LEXICON 
before him. Schleusner’s work on the Old Testament has 
been compared and made use of, though the errors in the 
Glasgow edition (1822), especially in the Hebrew letters and 
vowel marks, are very numerous. 


We cannot forbear adding that the expense of printing 
these works is so great, and the number of subscribers so 
small, that these latter works may remain in MS., unless 
some Mecenas arise, in Church or State, to “ devise liberal 
things.” R. ¥.

ANALYTICAL SURVEY OF THE GREEK FORMATIONS 


SLIGHT observation of the Greek language 
shews us that most words are formed of two 
parts that are easily separable ; one the element 
or root, the other a suffix or prefix. The one is 
that element which has a general meaning, the 
other is that which modifies the meaning of the 
element to which it is attached, itself having 
probably once been an integral and significative 
element. An example will make this intel- 
ligible. The Greek element which signifies to 
make or do, is roc; and from it we have, with 
the addition of suffixes, afterwards explained, 
mot-éw, J make or do, wol-nua, what has been made 
or done, mol-nots, the act of making, woi-ntéos, 
must make, moi-nrys, maker, doer, moi-ntikds, 
capable of, or skilled in doing, ro-hrpia, poetess. 
The most common form of a root is that of 
two consonants with a vowel or vowels between 
them; as, Aum, to grieve, omeip, to sow. The 
consonants are properly the frame-work of the 
word, and the vowels connected with them 
admit of many various forms ; belonging to the 
root omelp, to sow, we have omop-a, a sowing, 
orap-Tds, sown, oréepua, seed ; belonging to de, 
to give, we have 8a-pov, a gift, 5é-rnp, a giver. 
There is perhaps no principle more powerful 
in the formation of language than the constant 
desire of making sounds agreeable both to the 
organs in pronouncing, and the ear in learning. 
This has caused many alterations in the conso- 
nants of the roots, by the juxtaposition of the 
consonants of the suffixes or terminations, A 
few of these may be enumerated. When two 
or more consonants meet, those only which be- 
long to one class are put together. Hence an 
aspirated consonant is joined to an aspirate, a 
lene to a lene, a middle to a middle; if also 
two dissimilar consonants come together, the 
first assumes the properties of the second. So 
from (yé)ypam-rat, comes (&y)ypad-Onv, from 
(ré)rum-rat, (€)rvp-Onv. In émry and oxro, if 
instead of the lene + the middle 6 is put, r and 
« are changed into the middle consonants 6 and 
y in €Bdou0s, dydo0s. The following changes 
also take place: B, 7, @ before o into ~; y, k, 
x before o into ~ except éx. The changes which 
vy undergoes are explained under that letter in 
the lexicons. Before u the labials 8, u, 7, $, 
are changed into m3; as, (A€é)Aequ-wat, for (ré€)- 
Aewm-uat; K, X into y; as, (Aé)Acy-wau, for (A€)- 
Aex-pat, (S€)doy-war, for (€)5oxuor; the lingual 
letters 5, 6, 7, ¢ into a; except axuh, abxpods, 
iduwv, KexopvOuevos, métuos. The following 
letters are rejected: 8, 0, 7, ¢ before o; as, 
médeo1, modal, Tool; TAHOw, TANOTwW, TAHTw: 
v before ¢ o in declension and in the preposition 
avy 3 as, pives, phveot, unol; ocu¢iv, for cvv (ir ; 
ayacbev}}s, for ayavobevjs. Sometimes also 
between two consonants which cannot be pro- 
nounced without difficulty, other softening con- 
sonants are inserted. ‘This takes place before 
A and p, to which, after u, 8 is prefixed ; as 
peonu(B)pla, from pécos and imépa, yau(B)pos, 
from yauéw ; after vy on the other hand a 6; as, 
avdpos, from avfp. B and 6 stand in the place 
of e which is lost in the rapid pronounciation ; 
feonmepta, -yauépos, avépos. Sometimes also 
w is inserted in composition, without a vowel 
haying been omitted ; as, &(u)Bporos, gaecl(u)- 
Bpotos, buBpyuos, for &Bpotos, pacalBporos, 
bBpywos. P in the beginning of a word is 
doubled whenever it is preceded by a vowel, in 
composition or declension; as, épj€0nv, uppnros, 
both from péw; other letters are also introduced 
into words for the same purpose; as y in 
Tvyxdvw, Where tvx is the root and y in AavOdvw 
where Aa@ or A7@ is the root. These inserted 
letters are generally inclosed in parentheses, 
thus, Au(v)Odve, to(y)xdve. 
~ It frequently happens when we form a word 
from a root with its suffix, that part of that 
suffix is used as the root of another secondary 
class of words; as, ax-uh, from ah, becomes 
the root of dku-atos, dku-d¢w; Bo-pa, from Bod-s, 
becomes the root of Bp@-ua, Bpd-o1s, by subjoin- 
ing their respective suffixes, 


In the composition of words, sometimes it 
happens that no letter is found between the two 
words compounded ; as, cwu-acxéw, I exercise 
the body; but it more generally occurs with a 
vowel or syllable between them, which may be 
reckoned the euphonic cement, dnd they are 
frequently formed from the genitive of the 
second and third declension by the omission of 
the final letter; as, c@ua, a body, cdparos, 
cwuato-pirat, a body-guard, AlOos, astone, Ai9ov, 
ArBo-rduos, AtBo-epyos, contr. A10-ovpyds, & stone- 
cutter.

Verbs are frequently found in the* present 
with a reduplication or repetition of the word, 
which was originally intended to render the 
term more emphatic. The more. ancient any 
language is, the more numerous appear the 
traces of such repetition, and they form a re- 
markable feature in the Greek tongue. Thus 
Bdw, Bdw, I walk, walk, blended into one word, 
become BiBdw, J stride. In the course of time 
this emphatic meaning was lost, and few of. 
these verbs at present have any other meaning 
than the simple form. 

When the roots of a few words are well under- 
stood, the pupil easily recognises them in other 
examples, and being acquainted with the modi- 
fying nature of the suffixes and prefixes, he 
assigns a meaning to new words without the 
trouble of consulting a lexicon. In this way 
it is not necessary to learn every word separately ; 
if a pupil knows the tests by which a word is to 
be tried, he ascertains, without the aid of books, 
the general meaning of the word, and the exact 
limits of attainable knowledge on the subject. 

The verb in Greek contains a very great 
number of suffixes, and upon these a few words 
may be said. We acquire ideas of action by 
reflecting on ourselves, or observing others, in 
certain circumstances; and the most natural 
way of expressing these ideas is to combine the 
name of the person or thing which acts with 
the person or thing acted upon. — Thus otvos and 
éy® joined and abbreviated is oivéw, and this 
term would be sufficient to express J make wine, 
intoxicate, though it originally meant only wine 
I. The terminations, then, -w, -ers, -e:, -erov, 
-omev, -eTe, -ovol, Were probably at first the 
personal pronouns, and from these, with the 
changes they underwent, have proceeded all the 
variations of mood, tense, number, person, and 
voice. The passive is probably formed by com- 
bining the subject of discourse with the pronoun 
in the dative; as, olkosmou, house for me, oikoscot, 
house for thee, olrostot, house for him. These 
combinations came to convey the idea, I havz a 
house, or I am housed, which is the reason why 
the passive form has either an active or passive 
signification ascertainable only by the context.

Amplificatives, by a peculiar termination, show 
that the sense of the primitive is in a very 


high degree as the property or quality of the 
person or thing. 

—wy ; as, ydorp-wy, a big bellied person, glutton, 
from yaorhp, xelA-wy, blubber-lipped, from 
xetros, Opdo-wy, w bully, from Opacus. 30 

—at ; as, Aid-at, large stone, from AlOos ; B&A-ak, 
a large clod, from BadAos; Aciu-at, large 
meadow, from Acimudy. 31 


3.—PATRONYMICS. 


Patronymies signify a son, daughter, or descend- 
ant, and are derived from the proper names of 
one or other of the parents. The seven fol- 
lowing paragraphs contain the masculine ter- 
minations, and the two last the feminine. 

-a5ns is derived from nouns in —7s and —as of 
the first declension ; as, from ‘Immérns, Hip- 
potes, comes ‘Immor-ddns, son of Hippotes ; from 
Bovrns, Bovr-ddns, and from ’Adedas, AAev- 
dons. 32 

-d8.os is used by the Molians in nouns derived 
from —as; as, from’Yppas, comes ‘Yph-dd.0s. 33 

—{wy is a form peculiar to the Ionians ; as, from 
Kpévos, comes Kpov-lay. It is derived from 


nouns in —os of the second declension. 34 
—édns is also derived from nouns in ~os of the 
second declension; as, from Kpdvos, comes 
Kpov-tdns, from Kédpos, Kodp-tdns, from 
Tdvrados, Taytad-lins, from, Avakos, Aiar- 
l5ns. 35 
-id3ns comes from nouns in -ids; as, from 


“Hdwos, comes ‘HA-iddys, from “Ayvios, “Ayv- 
iddns, from’ AokAdmios, AckAnn-iddns. So also 
Aaept-iddys, from Aaéptios, for Aadprns. 36 
In nouns of the third declension the genitive 
serves as the basis of the derivative. If the 
penultima of the genitive be short, the 
patronymic from —os is formed in —{8ys; as, 
’Ayapueuvoy - tins, Aicoy-lins, Oearop- tins, 
Anto-idns, from "Ayauéuvev, —ovos, Atowy, 
—ovos, @¢aTwp, —opos, Ante, —dos. If the 
penultima be long, in -1adns; “Aud:tpvey- 
iddns, TeAapwy-iddns, from’ Auditpiav, —wvos, 
TeAauoyv, —@vos. Hence from nouns in —eds, 
which in Ionic have the genitive in —jos, the 
patronymics are formed in —niddns; as Indes, 
—fjos, TinA-niddns, Mepoeds, —fos, Mepo-niddys, 
NyAevds, —jos, NnaA-niddns. But since these 
have also the termination —éws in the genitive, 
there arose Tepo-éws, Mepo-etins, Mepo-eldns. 
So also *Arp-elSys, ‘Hpaxa-elins. This form 
occurs sometimes also in derivatives from 
nouns of the first declension. The forms 
—l5ns, —vovldns, and twyiddns, are often inter- 
changed. Instead of the form -iddys, the 
form -fdns also is used, particularly in 
Attic. 37

—ius, —ls are terminations of the female sex ; as, 
Anrw-ias and Antw-ts, Bo.on-ts, Nnpn-ts, from 
the genitives Bpiofjos, Nnpijos, from Baioeds, 
Nnpevs, AtAay7ls, from”ArAas, -vTos. 39 
-tvn, —évn, —vévn are also feminine termina- 
tions. ‘The two last are used when the primi- 
tive has: or v before the termination -os or -wy ; 
as, "Axplo-.os, Akpio-tévn, Het-lwy, Het-1éyn, 
*"HAextp-bwy, ‘HAextp-vévn; the first, when 
the primitive has a consonant before the ter- 
mination -os; as, “Adpyor-os, “Adpnot-lyn, 
Nyp-eds, Nup-tvn, Qreav-ds, Qreav-lyy. 40 


Ill.—ADJECTIVES. 


-atos generally signifies the place from which 
any thing or perscn is, and to which any thing 
or person belongs ; as, A@nv-atos, belonging to 
Athens, Athenian, tny-aios, of or from a foun- 
twin, wyer-atos, of or from the herd. When 
this terminatidn is annexed to words signify- 
ing number or time, it expresses, ‘On what 
day?” or, ‘‘ At what time?” as, rpit-atos, on 
the third day, rerapt-atos, on the fourth day, 
oy5o-atos, on the eighth day, cxot-aios, in the 
dark. I 

—Aeos mostly expresses fulness ; as, Oapo-ddeos, 
Sull of cowrage, xepd-ddrcos, full of cunning. 2 
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—teis signifies fulness; as, metp-hes, full of 
rocks, moi-hes, full of grass, devdp-hes, full of 
trees. See next. 3 

—deis signifies fulness ; as, dveu-ders, full of 
wind, nuad-ders, full of sand. This and the 
preceding termination are originally the same ; 
the one is derived from nouns which have -ov 
or -os in the genitive, the other from those 
which have -ys of the first declension. 4 

-ayds generally signifies the possession of the 
quality expressed by the root ; as, m0-avds, 
possessed of persuasion or influence, mevked 
avods, possessed of bitterness. 

—eivos, -yos signify the iaterial of which any 
thing is made ; as mAlv6-.vos, made of brick, 
EvA-ivos, made of wood, rAd-ivos, made of stone : 
they also signify a quality arising from the 
magnitude or quantity of the thing expressed 
by the root ; as, dp-ervds, mountainous, oKoT- 
e.vos, dark ; they are also used in connexion 
with adverbs or adjectives of time; as, xOeo- 
wos, of yesterday, dmwp-wos, of or during 
autumn. They are originally the same, being 
formed from the genitives of the nouns ; as, 
EvA-tvos, dpe-iwés. 6 

-eos commonly signifies origin or sowrce ; as, 
Ohp-e1os, of or from a wild beast, trm-etos, of 
or from a horse, Béd-evos, of or from cattle ; it 
also signifies likeness; as, Gvdp-etos, like a 
man, manly. By the Ionians -fios is used 
instead of —e1os ; as, dvOpwa-hios for avOpéx- 
€10Ss. >) 

-eos, cont. -ovs mostly signifies the material ; 
as, xpto-eos -ovs, of gold, apytp-eos -ods, of 
silver. The feminines of this class of adjee- 
tives are used substantively, and signify the 
skin or hide taken from the animal expressed 
by the root ; as, Acovt-éy -, mapdad-en -7, 
kuv-€n -h, AvK-én -h, GAwren-én -7, the hide or 
skin of a lion, panther, dog, wolf, fox. It 
sometimes means likeness ; as, xtov-eos, like 
snow, prdy-eos, like fire. 8

quality ; as, mt-apds, impure, dor-epds, crafty, 
aiuar-npos, bloody, inx-vpds, strong, juk-pds, 
small, Some express a propensity ; as, oiv- :

turned, twisted ; or they convey the idea of 
ability, as in the Latin adjectives in -dilis ; 
as, alpe-rds, eligibilis, preferable, dpa-rds, 
visibilis, visible, eyn-tos, venalis, that can be 
sold, They have sometimes an active signi- 
fication ; as, kaAum-rds, covering, weum-Tds, 
blaming, micn-ros, causing hatred. They are 
sometimes used instead of the next class of 
verbals; as, py-rds, dicendus, devk-tds, 
fugiendus.  -Tos is also the termination of 
the ordinal numbers, from one to twenty ; 
as, mp@ros, first, tplros, third, réraprtos, 
Sourth, Séxaros, tenth ; except devrepos, second, 
EBd5ouos, seventh, dydoos, eighth; and the 
two latter are found in their regular form in 
Homer ; as, €Bdduaros, Od. x’, 81, dy5daros, 
Od. x’, 306.

and it is also expressed by the infinitive 
simply without the article ; as, dAlya eiolv 
éuodvery, for eis or mpds Td dutve, or dore 
dmbvew.

ws, secretly. It may be generally translated 
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by the English termination -ly added to the 
signification of the adjective or participle 
from which it is formed. In the Greek 
language nearly 2000 words are found with 
this termination. I 
~dis denotes number, and is equivalent to our 
English word times; as, moAA-deis, many 
times, often, from rodbs, many ; da-dets, how 
many times, how often, trom écos, how great ; 
mevt-d-Kis, five times, from wévre, five. The 
final letter of this termination is frequently 
omitted by the poets ; as, moAA-diit, mActoT- 
aKL 2 

-ndov more rarely -addv, and -vddy, express 
comparison or distribution, and correspond 
with the Latin termination -atim; as, ayer- 
ndov, gregatim, in flocks, id-addv, in troops, 
gwp-n-ddv, in heaps, Borp-vddv, in clusters, 
kuv-ddy, like a dog. It is derived from sub- 
stantives and changes the terminations -a, -7, 
-ov, of the nom. or the gen. of third deel. 
into -ndov. 3 

-Syv signifies manner or resemblance, and is 
derived from substantives or verbs ; as, xpuB- 
div, in a concealed manner, secretly ; Ba-dnv, 
in a going manner, gradually. When derived 
from substantives the termination is generally 
-ddnv ; as, omop-ds, omop-ddnv, auBor-h, 
&uBor-ddnv. In several instances the ter- 
mination -{ydyy is used instead of -ddnv ; as, 
apiat-lviny, according to excellence. 

-tvda, a class similar to preceding, and signifying 
kinds of games; as, dorpak-ivda, as in the 
game of shells. 

-el, -l, -7) signifies manner; as, mauWnd-el, 
unanimously, mavdnu-ed or mavdnu-l, with the 
whole population &maxn-7, peaceably, &daxpv- 
ti, tearlessly, axovi-7), easily. This form was 
probably the dative used adverbially. 6 

-to7l, -o7t is generally applied to the peculiarity 
of a nation, and signities after the manner of, 
like ; as, “EAAnv-torl, after the manner of the 
Grecks, ‘Pwua-icr, after the manner of the 

, Romans. It has, however, frequently no 
reference to a nation ; as, av3p-.o7), after the 
manner of men, TeTpamod-to7), Like quadrupeds.7 

-w is the termination of the adverbs which are 
formed from prepositions, and which signify 
motion towards; as, &y-w, upwards, els-w, 
inwards, %€-w, outwards, kdr-w, downwards ;

The words &dy-w, suddenly, and ofr-w, thus, 
have this termination, but they also occur 
with a final s before a vowel. 

[Adverbs of place have a threefold relation 
according as they refer to a state of rest in a 
place, motion to a place, or removal from a 
place, in answer to the questions: where ? 
whither ? whence ? and each of these relations 
has a particular termination ; as, 1st, where ? 
-01, -ot, -Xod, -xX7, -00, -n, -o1, -ac; 2nd, 
whither? -d5e, -oe, -Ce; 3rd, whence ? -@ey. 
These are chiefly composed of the ancient or 
more modern genitives or datives of adjectives 
used adverbially ; as, ]

&Ado-01, in another place, elsewhere, ovdaud-61, 
nowhere. Nouns with this termination some- 
times stand as genitives ; as, ’IA.d-01 mpd, we 
may therefore suppose that this was an 
original form of the genitive, which in after- 
times was used adverbially.

—ot, signifiying at or in, and chiefly used in the 
names of cities ; as, ’A@#vy-o1, at or in Athens, 
OfBn-o1, at Thebes, Ovpn-o1, at the doors, 
without. This was originally the Ionic dative 
plural, but it was afterwards considered merely 
as an adverbial termination, and used in other 
dialects. id 

-xod, signifying in; as, mavra-xot, in every 
place, everywhere, &ddAa-xov, elsewhere, évia- 
xod, in various places. This is evidently the 
genitive of an obsolete nominative. II 

-xii, signifying in; as, mavra-x7j, everywhere, 
bdrAAa-xh, elsewhere, evia-xfj, somewhere. This 
is the dative feminine of the above obsolete 
noun used adverbially. 12 
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-ov, signifying in; as, of, where, abr-od, there, 
T-0v, where, by-08, aloft, undau-0d, nowhere, 
THA-0d, far off. These are all genitives. 13 

—n, Signifying tn ; as, 77, there, fi, where, relv-n, 
there, &A-n, in another place, undau-7, no- 
where. These are datives feminine. Instead 
of this. form the Dorians and Aolians use -e, 
which appears to have arisen from the old 
mode of writing the dative singular feminine ; 
as, adr-el, Tavt-el, THv-e). 14 

-oi, signifying in or at; as, muvtax-o7, every- 
where, oix-o1, at home. This is the dative 
accor ding to the old mode of writing it, with 
the short vowel and the 1 adscribed not sub- 
scribed, 15 

-al, signifying im or on; as, xap-al, on the 
ground. This is the old dative of an obsolete 
noun. 16 

—5e, signifies to a place, and corresponds with 
the English termination -ward. It is 
generally : annexed to the accusative case with- 
out alteration ; as, ofkov-5e, homeward, mediov- 
de, to the field, mthepar de, to the war, ayopar- 
de, Ion. aydpny-de, to the assembly, torv-de, 
to, or into the city, pdwa-Se, into the light, to 
life. It is also added to a genitive, where 
dduov is understood ; as, ’Afdoa-5e, to the 
house or habitation of Pluto. And it is some- 
times used double by Homer, being added, 
not only to a noun, but also to a pronoun 
possessive accompanying it; as, 6v-5e dduov- 
de, to his home. If o precedes the -Be, as 
frequently happens when the noun is in the 
plural, instead of oS is used © as ’AOhva-Ce, 
to Athens, @nBa-Ce, to Thebes, Odpa-¢e, to the 
doors, without, instead of ’AOhvac-de, @iBac- 
be, Obpac- de. In the Dorie dialect -5es and 
dis are used instead of -Se ; as, ofa-5es, home- 
ward, xapd-dis, on the ground. Adverbs in 
cE, which isanother pronunciation of -5¢, have

wards, tnr-dc¢, to a distance, xite-bse every- 
where, éxa-Tép-woe, to either side, érép-woe, 
elsewhere ; except kei-ce, éxel-oe, there, 
thither.

While one great object of the preceding Work is to 
enable the mere English reader to see at a glance the 
Jjictitious and misleading wniformity that exists in the 
common English Bible. another volume of equal size 
and value could be written, showing the concealment 
of real uniformity to be quite as great. The inspired 
writers often repeat the same word within the compass 
of a few lines or paragraphs, but this fact is not un- 
frequently hidden by a gratuitous and uncalled-for 
variation in the Translation. The following are a few

The style throughout is 
strikingly picturesque, and frequently dramatic, while 
many of the emendations are peculiarly felicitous. Not 
a few of the arguments usually brought by infidel 


authors against some of the leading doctrines of our 
most holy faith are at once answered simply by the 
correct rendering of the Hebrew phrases. Whilst this 
New Translation is by no means intended as a rival to 
the Common (or King James’) Version, still it cannot 
fail to be hailed as a great gift by all who desire to 
know correctly what is the teaching of the Holy 
Spirit.” 

XXXII. The Original Secession Magazine writes :— 
“There can be no doubt regarding the fidelity and signal 
success with which Mr Young has employed his rare and 
varied attainments in Oriental Scholarship, and in the 
knowledge of the Hebrew in particular, in endeavouring, 
by an amazing amount of pains and persevering study, 
to express as fully and as nearly as possible the mind 
of the Spirit in the Original in a literal English transla- 
tion.

XXXIV. The Rev. W. G. Blaikie, D.D., F.R.S.E., 
(Editor of the North British Review), writes :—“ I have 
often felt that a translation of the Scriptures would be 
of invaluable use to ordinary readers (not as supersed- 
ing our time-honoured version, but as supplementary 
to it,) that would be an exact counterpart of the 
Hebrew—rendering the Hebrew words and phrases 
uniformly (or as nearly so as possible) by the same 
English words and phrases, giving the tenses and 
moods exactly as they are in the original; in a word, 
causing the Scriptures to present to the English reader 
not only the same general meaning, but even the same 
minute shades of thought and feeling which they 
present to those familiar with the original tongues. 
Mr Young’s translation seems to be admirably adapted 
to meet this want, and I hope to see it, in the sense I 
have indicated, a Standard Work. I am not Hebraist 
enough to decide whether Waw Conversive is to be con+ 
demned, but I have always thought it an unlikely 
theory ; [have often noticed the confusion and the feeble- 
ness it gives rise to in some of the finest descriptive 
passages, and I admire the simplicity and uniformity 
which Mr Young obtains by discarding it.” 

XXXV. The Sheficld Dail phi i me writes :— 
“Whatever use has been made of the translation of 
Montanus as a key to the acquisition of the Hebrew, 
as published in almost all ancient polyglots, and in 
several separate editions, to the English reader it is 
entirely superseded by Mr Young's translation. What 
Montanus aimed at, but did not fully achieve, we 
think Mr Young has done, viz., given us with incom- 
parably greater skill, and in a language much better 
adapted for the purpose, aliberal and idiomatic transla- 
tion of the original. Mr Young has retained the Saxon 
of our version, a few obsolete terms have been changed, 
and some new terms introduced, but the vocabulary of 
this new Version is substantially the same as our own. 

“We regard this Version as exactly meeting the 
wants of the age in which we live, and we consider it 
providential that a man should have been raised up so 
well qualified for the work, and with sufficient zeal and 
energy to accomplish it,”—Feb. 14.
